“ The Citizens Co mmittee’’ ar­ 
g ues that o ne-way streets has 
hurt retail sales appro x imately 
$2,000 a day and that there hav e 
been co mplaint# fro m lo cal farm­ 
ers “ o n traffic co ng estio n and 
co nfusio n, also o ur inadequate 
parking facilities.’* 


The “Co mmittee” also cites that 
it believ es that if ad eq u ate free 
p arking was p ro v id ed , it wo u ld im­ 
p ro v e o u r traffic p ro blem. 
Petitio ns will be circu lated this 
week and , p resu mably , will be p re­ 
ached to the co u ncil in the sho rt­ 
est p o ssible time.

The co mmittee v o ted 8-7 Satu r­ 
d ay night to retu rn to mand ato ry 
90 p er cent o f p arity su p p o rt fo r 
m ajo r cro p s. Present su p p o rts, ap ­ 
p ro v ed in 1954 , range fro m 7 5 to 
90 p er cent o f p arity . Parity is a 
p rice d etermined by farm law- as 
fair to farm ers o n the basis o f the 
co st o f things they bu y .

If the natu ral gas bill—which the Senate votes on today 
becomes law. it may mean higher prices on gas for homes. 
It seems certain to create confu sion for years.

Sen. Fu lbright (D-Ark), the bill’s au thor, says it clari­ 
fies” the present law bu t in its key part the langu age is so 
vagu e it probably will be fou ght throu gh the cou rtsrif it De- 
comes law.

It wou ld free produ cers of natu ral gas from direct

eral control. 
In this way, Fu lbright says, it will encou rage 
produ cers to tu rn ou t more gas and thu s keep prices down. 
Asked if the gas price for hou seholders will go u p if the 
bill is passed, he said: “I wou ld not say it can t go u p. 
The 
bills other chief sponsor. Sen. Monroney (D-Okla.) says 
there mav be some slight increases. 
Why the bill at all0 Fu lbright and Manroney and others 
say produ cers shou ldn’t be u nder direct controls. They note 
that oil and coal prices are not controlled by the federal 
government. 


Opponents of this measu re, led by Sen. Dou glas ID-Ill), 
argu e it means high prices for the consu mer becau se the pro­ 
du cers will be able to charge higher prides. 
This is the phrase arou nd which the confu sion swirls. 
What is a "reasonable market price?” At this point some 
backgrou nd is needed: 
There are three basic steps, and three grou ps of people, 
involved in getting gas into you r home from a well perhaps 
1,000 miles away: the produ cer, the pipeline company, and 
the local u tility company. 
1. Produ cers find gas while drilling for oil. There are 
between 5.000 and 8.000 of them. Of these. 190—or between 
2 and 4 per cent—sell 90 per cent of the gas to the pipelines. 
These 190 inclu de some of the biggest oil companies. 
2. Pipeline companies bu y the gas from the produ cers 
and carry it from the states which produ ce it—the biggest 
produ cers are in the Sou thwest—to other states which need 
it. Abou t 17 pipeline companies almost completely dominate 
this field. 
3. Ou tside a city the local u tility company bu ys gas 
from the pipeline and moves it into homes throu gh city and 
town gas mains, over 300,000 miles of them. 
Each local 
utility company has in effect a monopoly. 
For that reason most u tility companies are u nder state 
or city control. Their rates are fix ed, allowing them u su ally 
a price that will give them a 6 per cent retu rn on their in­ 
vestment. 
• 
• 
• 
The produ cers and pipelines, whose gas moves across 
state lines, were not controlled u ntil 1938. 
Congress then 
passed an act giving the Federal Power Commission au thor­ 
ity over "natu ral gas companies.” 
Those three words cau sed confu sion for years. 
What 
is a natu ral gas company? 
There was no dou bt it meant 
pipelines. 
Bu t did it also mean produ cers who simply sold 
their gas to pipelines? 
The FPC. setting the rates which pipelines charged u tili­ 
ties, said it didn’t think Congress meant it to control pro­ 
du cers. That went on for years. On Ju ne 7, 1954, the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt said FPC, u nder the 1938 law', mu st control pro­ 
du cers. 
At once FPC froze all produ cers’ prices. 
Since then it 
has let a nu mber of them raise prices. Bu t the FPC ran into 
another problem. 
The 1938 law' said the FPC shou ld fix 
“ju st and reasonable rates” for produ cers and pipelines. 
• 
• 
* 
In the year and a half since the cou rt decision FPC Mill 
hasn’t worked ou t a formu la that w’ou ld govern "ju st and 
reasonable rates.” 
Meanwhile, the produ cers have sou ght 
for years to get from u nder any semblance of FPC control. 
Fu lbright’s bill wou ld pu t them u nder indirect control 
this w’ay: 
The FPC is su pposed to control the prices pipe­ 
lines pay produ cers for their gas. 
What shou ld that price 
be? The bill says a "reasonable market price.” What’s tha t0 
There is hu ge disagreement. The FPC, which still hasn't 
W'orked ou t a formu la to fit the langu age in the present law 
—"Ju st and reasonable rates”—has told Congress it w'ou ld 
prefer to administer that phrase than try its lu ck with a 
"reasonable market price.” 
Fu lbright and others backing the bill say there shou ld 
be no trou ble with it. Bu t Dou glas and those opposing say 
"reasonable market price” really means the sky’s the limit 
on the prices produ cers will be able to charge.

The idea that Henry L. Mencken was a daring crusader fo r refo rm 
is a myth as fleecy as the harmless su perstitions which he joyou sly 
debu nked in the comfort of a Pennsylvania chair-car commu ting be- 
tween Baltimore and Penn Station. 
He had a beau tifu l way with 
words, althou gh the willowy style of Percy Hammond, the play re- 
viewer, was far su perior in grace. 
And his gam in 
impu dence, thou gh startling, delighted all of his 
limited pu blic so he never lived an hou r in the 
bitter loneliness of the tru e cru sader of the press. 
A strange freak practically retired little Heinie 
from his painless campaigns against u npopu lar dig­ 
nitaries and conditions. 
He u nhorsed himself with 
the repeal of prohibition in Roosevelt s first term- 
The 18th amendment, its advocates and the boot­ 
leggers which it brou ght into being, was the chaiger 
which he rode in perennial tilts against the wind­ 
mill. 
He had revelled in his mischievou s deviling 
of Bishop Cannon of the Methodist Chu rch Sou th, a 
of the cau se, done with su ch sparkling skill, however, that Cannon, a 
grim inqu isitor-general, enjoyed civil little visits with him when they 
met by date or chance.

Mencken drove the Fu ndamen­

ribald mockeries and one of them 
made a sorry show' of his inferior 
knowledge and rhetoric in a series 
of pieces attempting to devastate 
a m aster who serenly ignored him 
bu t led him into difficu lties more 
em barrassing day by day. 
Mc­ 
Geehan stu ck to salty description 
and all on hand were obliged by 
the facts to give the decision to 
Clarence Darrow, the old ju ry-fix - 
er. as William 
Jennings 
Bryan 
billowed on the rack for his the­ 
ology. 
Mencken's book on his childhood, 
thou gh gently painfu l in its m er­ 
ry longing, deals with a boy who 
was not “ A m erican” by the stand­ 
ards of the standard kid of his 
time. 
He was not even patient 
toward strenu ou s gam es and. in 
his writing years, his envy of those 
who cou ld knock a little w'hite ball 
225 yards with a clu b-face of a 
few squ are inches was veiled in a 
pretense of intellectu al contempt.

ashamed, however, to live on his 
mother's insu fficient earnings du r­ 
ing his you ngling days on Fleet 
Street. 
Mencken sometimes made merry 
at the ex pense of tru th and con­ 
science.

wou ld have du lled his edge to stip­ 
u late for ex ample that in the Q ty 
of New' York the police force, for 
all the occasional scandals, are 
the finest body of citizens by all 
standards, not necessarily ex clu d­ 
ing the clergy and certainly not 
literatu re, in the entire ten million 
who serenely look to them for se­ 
cu rity all the time and protection 
in critical danger.

I know the kids have enjoyed 
the season, and I think we' 11 find 
that the new system will accom ­ 
plish a sense of loyalty toward an 
institution which some of our high 
school athletes have 
lacked 
in 
years past. I believe, also, that the 
new system gives more boys an 
opportunity to develop their "a bili­ 
ties and that many more will try 
out for basketball when they reach 
high school. Heretofore, if a boy 
didn't make the All-City squad, he 
felt there was little point in his 
even trying out in high school. I'm 
all for the new system and feel 
sure its value will show up in 
consistently better future athletic 
team s in high school.
